4. Launsgc again said that he had been unsuccessful in obtaining 
employment in the Portland area sr.d that he possibly might go south 
again, probably to California. Hhcs ashed as to employment in the 
oast year in California, subject said that he had had three jobs: One

Ivhen asked why he had left tho 
above employment Launags remar Iced that they did not care for his
